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Project 
Bids Are 
Pleasing 


Among the more encouraging 
bits of news around town hall this 
week was the bid opening on 
Monday for the general contract 
for the proposed Shawsheen - 
Doherty Schools renovation 
project. 


The lowest of the 14 bids sub- 


mitted was $635,000 presented by 
the Salem Building and 
Construction Co., of Salem, N.H. 

The bids are now being studied 
by the architects prior to 
meeting with the building com- 
mittee tonight for further review 
and possible acceptance for 
presentation to town meeting on 
Monday, March 19 at 7:30 p.m. 

Representatives of the 
architectural firm of Johnson, 
flotvedt and Associates of 
Boston, Inc., on hand for the bid 
opening on Monday, were 
optimistic that the project could 
be presented to town meeting for 
under a million dollars. 

The project has been inserted 
in the warrant at $1,275,000, the 
estimated cost earlier this year. 

Still to be added to the bid price 
are the architectural fees, 
contingencies, and equipment for 
the renovated buildings 
(estimated to be in the vicinity of 
$200,000). 

These additional costs are still 
expected to keep the project 
within or under the $1 million 
mark. 

Nine of the bidders were within 
$30,000 of each other, which the 
architects felt indicated close 


and accurate figuring by both the « 


general contractor and the 
subcontractor.

W. Praught Co., West Roxbury,

The 18-Month Budget 


Town meeting actions this year 
will be a bit different. 

For some time now, m unicipal 
officials have been establishing 
what is to be an 18-month budget 
to be presented to the voters for 
adoption. It will place 
municipalities on the same fiscal 
cycle as state and federal 
governments. : 


How will this effect the 
taxpayers? 

Tax bills will be received twice 
a year. 

Town meeting this month will 
result in the adoption of an 18- 
month budget to run from Jan. 1, 
1973 through June 30, 1974. 

The tax bill to be mailed in 
June of this year will reflect the 
cost of two-thirds of the budget 
adopted by town meeting action, 
or that portion from Jan. 1 to 
Dec. 31. 

A second bill to be mailed in 
March of 1974 and payable by 
May 1, 1974 will reflect the latter, 
third of the budget. 

The second bill, or the one to be 
mailed in early 1974, will also 
have consideration of possible 
increased valuation. 


Assessments are based on 
values established as of Jan. 1. 

Taxes must be paid by Nov. 1, 
1973 and May 1, 1974. After those

dates, the bills become subject to 
interest. 

The six-month billing will be 
followed after establishment of 
the new fiscal cycle. 

The tax bill mailed in June, 
1974 will be payable in one-half 
portions in November, 1974 and 
May of 1975. 

In dollars and cents, the tax 
bills payable would be on the 


. following schedule, the tax rate 


remaining stable, which it 
probably won’t. 

If the tax bill was $1,200 for all 
of 1972, then this year, the same 
amount would be due on Nov. 1. 
In May of 1974, $600 would be due 
and in November, an additional 
$600. May. of 1975 would result in 
another equal payment of $600.

SBAC Official OK’s 


Renovation Project 


A State Building Assistance 
Commission official has ap- 
proved Andover’s Doherty - 
Shawsheen joint renovation 
project, and praised both the 
building committee and its 
architect for providing a sur- 
prising amount of ‘‘new func- 
tional education space’’ within 
both buildings. 

SBAC approval triggers state 
reimbursement of 65 percent of 
the principal and interest of the 
joint renovation project, if 
passed by town meeting. This 
would mean that the state would 
pay $828,750 plus interest of the 
estimated $1,275,000 cost, while 
Andover would end up paying 
$446,250 plus interest. 

When Lawrence J. Fitzpatrick 
inet with Town Manager J. 
Maynard Austin, School 
Superintendent Dr. Kenneth R. 
Seifert and Architect Kenneth 


Dinisco, Thursday, he ruled that" 


the architect’s drawings more 
than adequately met the already 
approved educational 
specifications. The SBAC official 
said that formal approval 
awaited only receipt of town- 
approved plans, with town of- 
ficial signatures. 

Fitzpatrick particularly 
praised the town’s renovation 
project team of school officials, 
building committee and architect 
for space gains at both schools in 
most educational categories, and 
new space for some functions not 
presently provided for in the two 
schools. 


The Johnson, Hotvedt and 
Associates, Inc., design gives 
each school a fulltime gym- 
nasium for the first time, in addi- 
tion to the present part time use 
of the cafeteria space, and each 
gains both a music room and an 
art and crafts room which they 
lacked before. Each will have an 
equipped Instructional Media 
Center, larger than its present 
library. Doherty also gains a 
Learning Disability and remedial 
reading room, plus a smaller 
inedia and drama center upstairs 
claimed’ from corridor space, 
while Shawsheen gains a health 
clinic and brings its 
kindergartens out of the base- 
ment, in order to meet state 
requirements, to a first floor 
area which is larger. 

Building Committee Chairman 
Ralph Crossan, who could not 
inake the meeting, later told the 
TOWNSMAN that the renovation 
project would add a minimum of 
30 years to the functional life of 
each building. 

‘*And one of the things we have 
stressed is that we are making 
each school more flexible, so that 
the town can adapt them to any 
future educational space policy 
in the next 30 or more years, 
whether it is a more open or a 
nore tightly structured one, by 
removing or adding: partitions 
without structural changes.’’ 

The renovations costs will 
include necessary electrical and 
mechanical repair to both 
buildings, most extensively at 
Shawsheen, estimated at $350,- 
000, which has been declared 
unreimbusible by the state unless 
undertaken as part of educational 
inodernization and upgrading. (A 
recent Andover request for state 
aid for an elevator at West Junior 
\ligh, necessary to meet public 
safety standards for handicapped 
students, was recently refused on 
the grounds that it was not part 
of an educational upgrading of 
the school.)

In the other wing, the cafeteria 
gymnasium will remain while a 
new gyin will replace the present 
auditorium which Building 
Committee Chairman Ralph 
Crossan says is the largest school 
area, but used only 5 percent of 
the time. The backstage area will 
become the art and crafts room 
in the new design. The 
Instructional Media Center is 
planned for the present 
kindergarten area, and the wing 
would also include a faculty 
room, guidance and learning dis- 
ability tutoring and remedial 
reading. 

The second floor of Doherty 
would include a new music room, 
classroom spaces, a combination 
of small classrooms, some 
untouched from the present 
rooms, and large instructional 
space, with a “‘satellite’’ IMC in 
an octagonal space in the center 
for media and drama use, 


reclaimed from present corridor 


space.

Our move is the result of three 
months long discussions among

Department. 

This move involves physical 
placement of our offices only. We 
remain a separate and district 
town department with our own 
budget and retaining the Town 
Manager as our reporting 
authority. 

In this move we feel we have 
achieved the best of two worlds. 
As we represent all the 
townspeople in their desire for 


recreational, educational and 
enrichment opportunities, we 
should be responsible to them 
through the Town Manager and 
the Selectmen. At the same time, 
as the second largest user of 
school facilities and properties, 
we must be in a position to 
cooperate with school 
authorities. We feel this move 
brings us closer to this ideal. 

We will begin now to handle all 
the scheduling of school facilities 
during non-school hours, for the 
schools themselves, and private 
organizations as well as our own 
Community Schools programs. 
We hope our position as connec- 
ting link between townspeople 
and their schools will minimize 
confusion, relieve the school 
department of the burden of non- 
school hour use of their facilities 
and generally aid in an efficient 
operation.

sessions at West Elementary and 
Bancroft to accommodate 
students temporarily displaced 
by renovation construction, in- 
stead of assimilating them in 
several schools.

what is the answer to the lack of 
plans for that repair?’’ asked 
Mrs. Naney Mulvey, 104 High 
Plain Road. Griggs said parts of 
the architect's design could be 
used, with modifications. Mrs. 
Mulvey noted that if the 
renovation doesn’t pass, the 
drawings revert to the architect, 
despite the $60,000 spent on them. 
“And repairs won’t get those 
Shawsheen kindergartens out of 
the basement to meet state law.”’ 
Griggs agreed. 

Committeeman Lane said it 
would be a waste of money to 
repair Shawsheen School without 
updating it. Building committee 
member Earl Efinger rose to say 
that the Shawsheen renovation 
plans brought 10,000 new square 
feet of space into educational 
use; if Griggs were going to 
bring out a quick repair plan 
now, Efinger wished he had told 
him last May, to have saved him 
30 meetings of long hard work 
since then. Mrs. Ethel Howard 
questioned whether more 
educational space would improve 
education. 

Griggs holds that the 
traditional classroom is suf- 
ficient, ‘‘as flexibility should be 
built into the teacher, the 
materials and the program.” 
Mrs. Sandy Stark retorted that 
“‘we want to save dollars, but we 
want equal education. Are you 
prepared to consider open 
enrollment as a possibility, if you 
don’t upgrade Shawsheen and 
Doherty? 

The most telling moment was 
Mrs. Nancy Coburn’s plea: 
‘We've been paying taxes for 
nine years. We paid for Bancroft, 
and for West Elementary and the 
high school and have had inferior 
educational conditions in 
Shawsheen and Doherty, all 
these years. Bring our education 
up to the rest of the schools!”’ 

Griggs, Lyons and Wragg also 
began as a 3-2 majority for 
double sessioning Doherty and 
Shawsheen students with West 
and Bancroft Schools during the 
early construction in the last 
eight weeks of the proposed 
renovations. However, this issue 
turned out to be equally prickly, 
as the administration plan of 
assimilation into other schools 
for eight weeks has been favored 
by PTOs of four schools most 
involved. Not more than 15 or 20 
parents among approximately 
500 questioned had wanted double 
sessions. 

Committeeman Lane’s chief 
objection to double sessions is 
the hardship on working 
mothers. He insisted that com- 
mitteemen planning to vote 
against the administration 
recommendation of assimilation 
state their views first. He said 15 
or 20 mothers who are the sole 


support of their families called . 
him to say they could neither 


afford nor locate babysitting for 
the session when their children 
would be at home, and they at 
work, Opponents of assimilation 
suggested school babysitting. 

The school administration, 
after finding use of churches, 
other schools, Raytheon, the 
Navy and Army Reserve Center 
and other locations infeasible, 
says the least disruptive plan is 
inaking room for the Doherty 
students for the eight-week 
period at Sanborn, South and 
West Schools, and assimilating 
the Shawsheen students at 
Bancroft, the class units all to re- 
inain intact with their teachers. 

Doherty's 154 kindergarten and 
first grade students would go to 
Sanborn, the kindergarteners in 
the kintergarten, the first 
graders in the cafeteria-gym. 72 
second graders would go to South 
School, using the gym or 
cafeteria for their classes. 280 
third, fourth and fifth grades 
would be housed at West Elemen- 
lary School, the third and fourth 
graders in the new gym, with 
room dividers, the fifth graders 
in the music and art rooms. 


Shawsheen students all would 
be housed in Bancroft, the

kindergarteners in the 
kindergarten; Unit B in half of 
the gym and the music and 
science rooms; Unit A in the 
large group instruction room, the 
reading room and the guidance 
office, and Unit C in the 
cafeteria. 

Mrs. Mary Consoli of Cross 
Street said she was disappointed 
with open space concept and 
discipline at West School, 
although she credited teachers 
and administrators with doing a 
good job - the best they could, 
with the situation. She warned 
Doherty and Shawsheen parents 
to look at their school plans to be 
sure they are not getting an open 
space plan they will be sorry 
about. Earl Efinger popped up 
again to say that the whole point 
of the renovations was to create 
flexible school space that could 
be used in a choice or 
combination of ways. He noted 
that some of the Doherty School 
classrooms are not being 
changed in shape. 

Griggs said he believed it was 
in the best interest of children to 
keep the displaced school group 
intact, and give them full use of 
the host school by double 
sessioning. Lyons and Wragg 
agreed. But all three were ac- 
cused by members of the 
audience of ‘really pushing for 
double sessions in order to shoot 
down the renovation in favor of 
patching walls, with no plans, 
putting off the whole problem 
and letting Doherty and 
Shawsheen people get along as 
they have for so many years.”’ 


“Almost nobody in town is for 
double session,’’ one parent 
cried. ‘“‘Who do you represent in 
voting for split sessions? 
Represent all of us now!”’ Griggs 
said if he got so many calls from 
parents as to indicate clear 
disagreement by many, he would 
change his stand. William Lane 
amended King’s motion to put off 
decision until after town 
meeting, to postpone it until Sun- 
day, at 2 p.m. When the dramatic 
moment of that vote arrived, the 
room burst into applause as John 
Lyons voted with King and Lane 
to table the Shawsheen-Doherty 
housing action until the special 
meeting Sunday at 2 p.m. at East 
Junior High. 


After a lull for discussion of 
special education driver 
specifications, Dr. Griggs 
proposed a school committee 
policy change which would loosen 
up the school committee’s 
traditional and legislatively 
protected fiscal autonomy. 


This change would have the 
committee agree that if 90% of 
town meeting were to vote up to 
10% cut in the school budget, 
“the school committee would 
accept it as a decision of the 
town, and not petition for its 
rights to recover the cut 
amount.” 

Griggs’ argument was that “‘if 
we cannot stand up to the 
questions of the town, we do not 
deserve their support.” 

King said the idea was valid 
enough, but unnecessary, since 
the committee had already 
acceded to a cut last year, 
without such a policy.

Music “fo 
Our Eare 


By Edward P. Grigoli 

As an experiment, a director 
should go to a hit comedy at a 
motion picture house early in the 
afternoon when there are few 
patrons scattered about the 
auditorium. Note the response to 
the humor in the show. There will 
be little laughter. Come back in 
the evening when there is a full 
house and again note the 


response. The increase in 


laughter will be tremendous. In 
the evening the closely packed 
spectators have facilitated each 
other to laughter. For this 


reason, producers ‘‘paper’’ poor © 


houses; that is, give out 
complimentary tickets to fill up 
the empty seats. 

A few minutes before the play 
is to begin, an orchestra may 
play several selections. The 
music should be related to the 
play to be produced and usually 
carries something of the mood of 
the play to follow. Note that the 
first stimulus drawing attention 
to the front of the auditorium has 
been applied. During the music it 
becomes even more difficult to 
continue a conversation with 
one’s neighbors. Unless the 
patron is a rugged individualist, 
he begins to succumb to group 
pressures. When he notes that 
others about him are listening to 
the music, he is facilitated to do 
likewise. 

All attention must be 
controlled. As the footlights 
come up, the stimulus from the 
stage is increased still further. 

There are three steps in 
grasping the audience. First, by 
contrast to the darkness of the 
auditorium, the stimulus of the 
footlights is increased; second, 
the lowering of the house lights 
blots out any stimulus that might 
distract the spectator from the 


stage: the third the darkened 
house makes the spectator much 
more anonymous, since he can no 
longer be a center of attention in 
his little group. 


New Exhibits 
At Museum 


Pedaling a bicycle. Identifying 
Miles Standish’ house in old 
Plymouth. Perching on the cor- 
ner of an ancient Egyptian coffin. 
Discovering that an early 
Cadillac could be converted into 
a truck. 

These are some of the 
experiences that midwinter 
visitors to Boston’s Museum of 
Science are now enjoying. 

New exhibits at the Museum 
include a multi-unit display on 
electric energy (where the bike 
is used), sponsored by six New 
England power companies; 
antique autos; a 10-by-16-foot 
model of the Pilgrim Village; a 
display of color photographs by 
the nature photographer, Eliot 
Porter; and sections of rock 
from the Giant’s Causeway in 
Ireland and from _ the 
sarcophagus of a princess buried 
near the Great Pyramid at Giza. 

An outdoor display near. the 
front entrance, the Causeway 
rocks are a gift from the 
National Trust of Northern 
Ireland and the Egyptian rock a 
gift from the Museum of Fine 
Arts, Boston. 

Other exhibits recently 
installed are The Human Foot, 
an explanation of its construction 
and the function of its various 
parts; a polished slab of petrified 
wood from Arizona; and a scale 
model of the Earth Resources 
Technology Satellite. 

The Pilgrim Village exhibit is a 
model of the entire settlement 
about 1627, reduced to a scale of 
5/32 inches to the foot. Wooden 
houses with thatched roofs line 
the main street which runs from 
the harbor westward to a fort. 
The individual houses, the fort, 
and a shallop in the water are 
distinguished by pushbotton 
lights. Tiny people, cattle, crops, 
and a palisade complete the 
scene. The model was com- 
missioned by the Massachusetts 
Society of Mayflower 
Descendents. 

The exhibit is surrounded by 
supplementary displays of 
thatching, barrel - making, and 
tanning. With the cooperation of 
Plimoth Plantation, present-day 
thatcher Peter Slevin and cooper 
Jim Blogg contributed examples 
of their crafts. 

A one-eighth scale model in 
blue and white of the satellite 
that photographs earth from 
space was donated to the 
Museum by Scientific Models, 
Inc., Cambridge. ERTS contains 
a multi-spectral scanner and 
television cameras that take 
simultaneous photos in three 
light bands, the green, red, and 
infrared. Orbiting 569 miles 
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above the earth, the satellite 
relays back photos which allow 
scientists to survey resources 
and monitor changing conditions 
- from water pollution to forest 
fires. 

Enlarged photos accompany 
the model. One shows the coastal 
area from Boston south and west 
to the Connecticut River with 
clear water appearing black; 
young or diseased vegetation, 
light pink; and healthy crops, 
red. 

The antique autos are a 1913 
Oldsmobile and a 1911 Cadillac, 
on loan from the Museum of 
Transportation, and a 1973 
Cadillac, on loan from the 
Cadillac Motor Car Division of 
General Motors. 

The Eliot Porter exhibition, on 
view through May 15, is shown in 
the new Washburn Gallery, 
which supplants a smaller 
gallery donated by the Trustees 
in honor of Director Bradford 
Washburn. Porter’s nature 
studies include scenes from 
Maine to California as well as 
such exotic birds as the albatross 
and blue-footed booby, found in 
the Galapagos Islands. 

Open daily, the Museum’s 
hours are Monday through Satur- 
day, 10 to 5, Friday night to 10, 
and Sunday, 11 to 5.

Town Meeting 


Monday night opens an important annual town meeting 
session for Andover voters. 

With the election completed on Monday, the results 
providing some clear directions, attention now turns to 
the town’s annual business session. 

With the issues facing the meeting this year, 
attendance becomes most important, more so than in 
previous years. 

Andover’s future depends on a good turnout for the 
sessions, expected to extend over four, possibly five 
weeks. 

Of prime consideration Monday night will be the 
adoption of municipal operating budget for the next 18 
months. It is the first time the town has faced such a 
budget’ and is intended to place the town’s financial 
operations on an equal basis with state and federal 
governments. 

The town manager, selectmen, school administration 
and finance committee have been scrutinizing the budget 
proposals for the past several weeks and their 
recommendation to town meeting will be a $23,801,055 
budget. 

The increases are considered about normal. 

It is anticipated that budget discussion will consume 
the greater amount of time at the opening session on 
Monday. 

The following week, on March 19, the important issue 


The Election 


Monday’s election gives a rather clear mandate to the 
town’s municipal boards. 
In the area of the school department, there was a 


rejection of the methods currently being employed as a ; 


method of instruction. 

Unusual was the fact that the electorate chose a team, 
rather than individual candidates in their selection. It 
has been some time, probably back to the early days of 
transition to the town manager system, since candidates 
approached the electorate as a team for consideration. 

In the election of John F. Lyons and John G. Wragg, the 
voters chose to return to the traditional form of 
education and probably what one could call fiscal sanity 
in the school department. 

We do not feel the least bit apprehensive, as many do, 
about the results. 

The election of Edmund Sullivan, Jr., and the return of 
George E. Heseltine to the board of selectmen, also was 
a good and clear choice of Andover voters. 

It insures a continued businesslike approach to the 
town’s government. 

It also indicates, we think, the desires of the majority 
of the community with regard to development of the 
West Andover Industrial area. 

There was but one disappointing part of Monday’s 
election - the turnout. 

With an abundance of candidates and clear issues, less 
than 50 per cent of the electorate got to the polls, a rather 
poor showing for Andover.

If the 
condition goes unnoticed by age 
six, the child often suffers 
permanent damage to his 
eyesight. 

The annual screening is an 
attempt to find those children 
who may have a vision problem 


so that they may be referred toa 
doctor for an examination. Pre- 
school children should be 
screened each year because their 
eyes change. A five year old may 
be found to have an eye defect 
even though 
successfully at age three and 
four. i
